A.2.(A) MATERIAL ON EXIM LOANS WAS GIVEN TO JONES. 

JONES WAS REEERRED TO AID WASHINGTON EOR INEORMATION ON AID 
LOANS SINCE MATERIAL AVAILABLE HERE IS OUT OE DATE. WE 
ARE UNABLE TO DETERMINE WHAT JONES MEANS BY EMSA AND DID 
NOT HAVE OPPORTUNITY TO DISCUSS WITH HIM. IF HE RAISES

A9. EMBASSY SUGGESTED JONES MIGHT WISH TO OBTAIN COPY 
OF 75 TAIPEI 6179 FROM THE DEPARTMENT. 

AIO. GAVE JONES LIST OF DISPUTED ISLANDS AND CLAIMANTS 
THEREOF AND EXPLAINED THAT WHILE ALL HAVE POTENTIAL FOR 
PETROLEUM EXPLORATION, THE ROC IS NOT ACTIVELY ENGAGED 
IN PROSPECTING IN ANY OF THESE AREAS. PROMISED TO SEND 
HIM MAP OF ROC OIL CONCESSION AREAS. 

AIL AMBASSADOR DISCUSSED THE ISSUE IN VERY GENERAL TERMS, 

WITH EMPHASIS ON ANTICIPATED PRC REACTION, BUT SUGGESTED IT 
WOULD BE MORE APPROPRIATE TO DUSCUSS WITH DEPARTMENT.
